The Order of the Broken Star 




The Order of the Broken Star, in Latin called Abruptum Astrum and 
represented by twoA's separated by the "because of symbol (A: A) which is 
equivalent to one B or 11 (A = 1, A+A -1+1-2,2- Duality in oneness), is both 
a Secret Society in which individual members may unite in the practice of 
Black Magick, and a Mystery School in which members can come together and 
discover new forms ofChaosophy and Satanic Sorcery. Rather than keeping 
this knowledge secret or for the "elite" as some (most) groups do, we will offer 
our knowledge to the public by some medium so that others, less educated or 
experienced in Satanism than ourselves, may benefit and find their own 
knowledge through the perversion of our given systems. 



Q: What are the main goals of the AvA? 

A: To discover and correct the flaws in Chaosophy as we perceive them, to 
offer our members and perhaps the public solutions to these flaws so that 
Gnosis may be properly attained, to educate the public in Chaosophy as 
we perceive it, to create and maintain new and perfected systems of Black 
Magick which shall aid our Black Adepts in our most important goal, 
which is to assist the powers of the Sitra Ahra in attacking the God and his 
works until Chaos is restored on both microcosmic and macrocosmic 
scales (individually and universally). 

Q: Is the A-.A affiliated with the Temple of the Black Light or any other 
Order? 

A: No. The AvA is an "open" organization, meaning that while we accept 
practitioners of the various Satanic Currents, we do not promote one 
ideology or system over another. So long as an individual meets our strict 
requirements they may apply for membership regardless of their personal 
interpretation of Chaos, Cosmos, the Demiurge, and Satanism. 

Q: Is the A-.A trying to compete with the other Anti-Cosmic Orders? 

A: No. Again, we encourage Satanists from all groups and even solitary 
practitioners to participate in discussions, debates, and communal acts of 
baneful magick. Because of the open nature of our organization, there is 
literally no need to compete with any other group. With that said, we are 
also free to experiment with and to pervert or manipulate the knowledge 
of the various other systems in order to find flaws in them which prevents 
the Adept from attaining Annihilation, to expose these flaws as we 
perceive them, and to offer an alternative. 

Q: Is the A-.A a cult or a branch of religion? 



A: Because we accept members from all Currents, there cannot be one set 
doctrine as taught by the AvA. While through debate and discussion it is 
our hope to come to a higher understanding of Chaos and our role in the 
dissolution of Cosmos, and while we may create official documents which 
express the Gnosis we have arrived at through our combined efforts, we 
do not allow ourselves to become trapped by tradition and dogma. 
Therefore, the Order of the AvA is rather disordered, so much so that it 
cannot rightly be called a "cult" or a "religion." 

Q:Who leads the AvA? 

A: The AvA does not have a single leader, and yet it is not leader-less, but 
is instead leader-full. Fully recognized members make up the community, 
and all matters of importance are put to a fair vote by the community. In 
some instances, a speaker may be elected by the group to speak, make a 
decision, or otherwise act on behalf of the group, but this power is limited 
to the situation and must adhere to the Will of the community. Individual 
members are encouraged to form their own cells within the collective of 
the AvA, as the interest of a few members will not always be the interest of 
the whole. Such cells may be long-lasting or only until a single goal is 
reached. 

Q: Is the AvA focused on spiritual works or physical? 

A: Because the AvA is made up of its members, and because those 
members each have different goals and beliefs regarding how the 
adversarial power of the Sitra Ahra should be made manifest in this world, 
the AvA is neither strictly focused on spiritual works nor physical deeds. 
Members are encouraged to follow their Will, and each member is 
responsible for his or her own actions. So long as one's actions reflects the 
Will of the Order and maintains its integrity, the Black Adept is free to 
practice in whatsoever way he or she chooses. Because one person may 
wish to focus on spirituality and another on physical works, no one 
should say that one is more valuable than another, but that the two are 



different and one may not be for everyone. Those who wish to come 
together in spirituality may do so, and those who wish to unite physically 
may do so as well. 

Q: Is the AvA an online organization? 

A: Yes and no. Those who wish to be active in the real world are free to 
create real-world cells, while those who perhaps cannot for some 
disability participate in real-world activities are free to spread Chaos 
digitally. While the Internet should be used to spread the seeds of Chaos 
and to connect the Sons and Daughters of Darkness from all over the 
world, we must not permit our group to become lost in the sea of binary 
because it is perhaps easy to just sit and type all day. 

Q: What does the "Broken Star" symbolize? 

A: The Broken Star is employed in a private system of Qabalistic Black 
Magick which is taught and maintained by the Order. 

Q: How is the AvA different from other groups? 

A: We have made it our goal to not become lost in ourselves - to not focus 
on success, to not become misanthropic even towards our own kind, to 
not become hypnotized by the amount of money we could make off the 
Black Sheep of Satan, and to not become burdened by the restriction of 
pointless traditions. 

Q: Is it free to join the AvA? 

A: Yes. Anything that requires funding, such as the building and 
maintaining of website [s], the building and maintaining of real-world 
Temples, and etc. are supplied by the individual members of the Order 
should they feel encouraged to support some endeavor. For example, if a 



member wished to create a website about some aspect of the Order, then 
this is put to a vote. Whoever votes in the positive must contribute to this 
project, either financially or in some other way. However, should some 
member choose to not participate in some endeavor, then he or she is 
free to do so with the knowledge that he or she will be excluded from the 
project and its benefits (which he or she may later contribute to upon 
changing his or her mind). Nearly everything costs money. Funds may be 
generated through any number of creative ways by members when there 
is a need, but again, $$$ should not be the goal but rather, at times, a 
means of achieving the goal. Lastly, it should be noted that if a member is 
voted out of the Order, or if they break one of our standard principles and 
are exiled, anything that they have given or donated to the Order will not 
be leaving with them. What is given has been given. Because we are not 
interested in money and thingness, there are no obligatory dues. But 
because we operate in a world which requires money and thingness, 
donations and etc. are encouraged. Group funds will be closely monitored 
and their use will be put to a vote. 

Q: What are the requirements for joining the AvA? 

A: You must be educated in and have your own understanding of Chaos, 
Satanism, Cosmos, and Occultism. We are not, at this time, seeking to 
educate people from the ground up. While we may publish books aimed 
at helping the Neophyte, we are seeking people who already have a 
foundation in this rare form of Satanism and who are willing to build 
upon it. You must have the spare time to dedicate to the AvA, and you 
must remain an active member who benefits the Order as a whole. In 
order to prove that a hopeful does indeed possess the level of education 
required, a written treatise on some aspect of Chaosophy must 
accompany the hopeful's application for membership. The Lazy and un- 
motivated are free to join other groups, but here you will be expected to 
contribute according to your own unique talents, gifts, and status in the 
world of man. While we do not expect you to change your beliefs to fit the 
beliefs of other members, you must be open-minded and willing to look at 



the teachings of Chaos (Chaosophy) through different lenses and to admit 
to flaws in your practice should they be found, in order to arrive at a more 
true and Sinister understanding. Lastly, a hopeful must be able to remain 
silent. Some members do not wish to have their identities made public, 
for reasons professional and otherwise, and so even should a member 
leave our Order he or she is expected to remain silent regarding members 
and the activities of the Order. This is a matter of respect. 

Q: Can a member be removed from the Order? 

A: Yes. A member may be either be expelled or exiled from the Order. An 
expelled person may, after length of time and reconciliation, be welcomed 
back into the group. An exiled person can never again be called a member 
of our most Sinister institution. Expelling a member from the group 
requires a vote, while exiling a member requires only that the member is 
incapable of adhering to the following three principles: 

1. We are a Secret Society. "Secret" means you do not talk about 
members, group activities, group structure, or any other 
information only members are privileged to, with outsiders. If a 
member would like to educate other people regarding this Order, 
they must be careful with what they divulge, and should perhaps 
give hopefuls this document to prevent saying too much. This is to 
protect our Order. 

2. We are a Sinister Family, in that we must be able to trust one 
another. This means members do not steal or hi-jack the ideas or 
resources of other members, nor should members work against one 
another. This is to protect our members. 

3. We are people of our word, and communal votes are irreversible. 
Any member acting outside of the collective Will of the group, as 
demonstrated by a fair vote, has no place within this Order. This is 
to protect your individual integrity. 

Q: I'm interested in applying, what do I need to do? 



A: Begin writing your treatise, and when finished, email it to 
orderofthebrokenstar@gmail.com and lionofsatan@gmail.com to ensure 
delivery. You should also include the name you're known as, your age, 
gender, which Current you follow (if any), information about your 
personal spiritual practices and personal goals, how long you've been 
studying and practicing, and lastly, the country in which you reside. You 
may include more information about yourself than what is listed here, 
and it is encouraged. If we don't feel as though a hopeful is being open 
and honest about his or herself, or if there is nearly no information about 
a hopeful at all, we will automatically deny the application. If your 
application is denied, you will be informed of why and given suggestions 
for the next time you apply. If you are accepted, you will be considered a 
Probationer, meaning you will be accepted within the Order as a member 
but you will be observed for a period of 3 months. During this time, a 
Guide will be assigned to you to help you find your place within the Order, 
who shall also report any discrepancies in behavior to the rest of the 
group. If after the probationary period the member is still in good 
standing with the Order, he or she will be accepted as family and 
recognized as full member of the Order, and such a one will attain all of 
the rights which belong to a full member (such as the ability to vote on 
important or group -changing matters, whereas a Probationer may only 
vote on mundane issues).
